Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Report  for 
the  year  ending:  December  31st,  1906. 

Area  ok  the  Parish  of  Street — 2918  acres. 

POPULATION — Census  1901,  4018.  Estimated  to  middle  of  1906  at  4,280. 

GEOLOGY — Lower  lias,  consisting  of  alternating  beds  of  limestones,  clays  and  marls. 

OCCUPATION — Principally  Shoemaking,  Tanning,  Leather-Board  Factory,  Agricultural,  Limestone 
Quarries  in  the  district. 

BlRTH-RATE — 90  births  registered  (50  males — 40  females),  giving  a  birth-rate  of  21.02  per  1000 
per  annum. 

Of  the  births  4  are  illegimate — 2  males,  2  females. 

Death-rate — 30  deaths  registered  (14  males — 16  females)  giving  a  death-rate  7.009  per  1000 
per  annum. 

Zymotic-rate— -One  death  registered  from  zymotic  disease,  giving  a  zymotic  death-rate  of  0.23  per 
1000  living. 

Infant  Mortality  PER  1000  Births  is  66.6 — six  deaths  under  1  year  being  registered.

Glalcr  Supply. 

The  supply  of  Water  from  Rodney  Stoke  during  the  year  has  continued  to  be  excellent 
in  quality  and  abundant  in  quantity.  The  water  is  now  laid  on  to  some  591  houses  in  this 
district — in  addition  to  supplying  Godney  and  Polsham  in  the  Wells  R.  District.  An  extension 
has  been  made  towards  Marshalls  Elm  during  the  year. 


The  benefit  received  from  this  excellent  supply  is  now  so  marked  that  it  is  to  be  hoped 
every  available  house  in  this  district  will  ere  long  be  supplied  from  this  source. 


Sewerage.  Drainage  and  Exeerement  Disposal. 

The  sewers  are  periodically  flushed  under  the  direction  of  the  Surveyor.  Many  of  the 
W.  C.’s  in  the  district  have  flushing  cisterns,  and  in  my  opinion  every  one  throughout  the  district 
should  be  supplied  with  a  proper  flushing  apparatus.  The  town  is  now  sewered  throughout. 
The  disposal  of  the  sewage  by  means  of  irrigation  continues  to  work  satisfactorily. 


Scavenging. 

The  ash  and  refuse  heaps  are  removed  periodically  under  the  direction  of  the  Surveyor, 
who  also  directs  a  staff  of  men  who  attend  to  the  roads,  &c. 


Prevalence  of  Disease. 

Six  cases  only  of  infectious  disease  have  been  notified  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever  -  -  2 

Erysipelas  -  -  3 

Enteric  Fever  -  -  1 

In  no  case  have  insanitary  conditions  been  found  to  exist  on  the  premises. 

In  the  early  months  of  the  year,  and  in  December,  Influenza  and  pulmonary  affections 
prevailed,  and  in  March  and  April  a  number  of  cases  of  chicken  pox  occurred. 

It  is  a  matter  of  great  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  report  that,  in  spite  of  a  large  amount  of 
sickness  which  at  times  has  been  present  in  the  district  during  the  year,  the  death-rate  is  so 
low — the  lowest  I  have  record  of. 

Seven  of  the  30  deaths  recorded  ranged  from  77  years  to  93 — and  one  death  registered  is 
that  of  a  visitor  to  the  district. 


Isolation  hospital. 

Joint  Hospital  for  Glastonbury  and  Street.  Nurse  Caretaker  and  husband  in  charge. 
The  premises  are  in  excellent  order,  fenced  in,  with  a  Thresh’s  Disinfector,  and  properly  equipped 
discharge  block.  Ambulance  for  joint  use  is  kept  on  the  premises.  No  case  from  this  district 
has  been  admitted  during  the  year.

Inspections  have  been  made  under  this  Act  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  and  myself. 
A  register  of  Workshops  is  kept.  The  various  Factories  and  Workshops  have  been  visited 
and  the  sanitation,  ventilation,  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire,  and  the  provision  of  suitable 
sanitary  conveniences  attended  to. 


Public  Bavatory 

has  been  erected  by  the  U.  D.  Council  during  the  year. 


T?hc  Crispin  f?all  and  Institute 

has  generously  been  presented  to  the  inhabitants  of  Street  by  W.  S.  Clark,  Esq.,  J.P.,  (who  for 
so  many  years  occupied  the  chair  of  this  Council),  and  conveyed  under  a  trust  deed. 

This  has  for  many  years  past  been  a  centre  for  the  uplifting  of  the  people,  for  the 
promotion  of  knowledge,  and  for  their  healthy  amusement  and  recreation,  the  continuation  of 
which  in  perpetuity  will  tend  to  the  moral  and  physical  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  this 
neighbourhood.
